Charles Hitch of U\ Berkeley and 
Chancellor Koger Heyns for the 
Cleaver appointment. 

The Assembly joined the Senate, 
but they voted to include the Uni- 
versity of California Board of 
Regents on the censure list, by a 
46-22 margin. 


\lthough opposing Cleaver’s 
appointment, Assembly Speaker 
Jesse Unruh objected to the move 


for censure, tle noted that Hitch 
and Heyns had no responsibility 
for the course, and charged the 
resolution was merely an attempt 
to win votes in November. 

And so the UC Board of Kegents 
were placed under pressure last 
week by Keagan and the legis- 
lators. At a meeting last Friday, 
they voted to limit Cleaver and 
all other lecturers to one lecture, 
a move regarded by many as a 
compromise.
